A group of radio amateurs from Germany are going to be QRV during the Leonid 
meteor shower in November from both sides of the Atlantic ocean. Harry, DL2DAO, 
will join a group of Canadian radio at Cabot Tower, Newfoundland and Volker, 
DLSDAW, and Nico, DK5DQ, will travel to southwest Ireland to set up their 
equipment in IO41 or 1042. The aim of the test is to cross the 


North Atlantic on 144 MHz on meteorscatter using the FSK441 mode during the 
expected peaks with meteor-storm conditions on the 19th of November. Before and 
after this event both stations will be available for "local" meteorscatter.
